At 
onr ver> doors, covering half the area ot Ihe 
United States, clvlng us tho cheapesl.wool 
aud the dealest blankets and cloths nuywliere 
to bo found in this country, aud wo have 
where wo stand to-dav all uf the elements for* 
making a groat manufacturing state." 

Ho 
said there w.is recently held at Salt I.akon 
wool growers' convention which one hundred 
wool growers attended.
